HE library of the late Eli B. Springs is indeed a magnificent collec- 

tion, replete with fine sporting books with colored plates, modern 

illuminated manuscripts in sumptuous jeweled bindings, books on 
ornithology and natural history, extra-illustrated volumes including memoirs 
of the English and French romantic periods, and many finely bound sets. 

The rich assemblage of books with colored plates by that celebrated sport- 
ing artist Henry Alken is the most important to be sold at these Galleries since 
the Salomons collection in 1930. It includes The National Sports of Great 
Britain, with the rare colored title-page dated 1820; The Roadster’s Album, 
a complete set of A Trip to Melton Mowbray, Sporting Sketches in the origi- 
nal wrappers; and 4A Cockneys Shooting Season in Suffolk in the original 
wrappers. 

Foremost among books on ornithology are the two most famous works 
on that subject, the elephant folio edition of Audubon’s Birds of America and 
an almost complete set of the folio edition of Gould’s monographs. 

It would be difficult to describe adequately the group of modern illumi- 
nated manuscripts, many of which are beautifully executed by Alberto San- 
gorski; or the magnificent jeweled bindings, inlaid with topazes, garnets, 
turquoises, aquamarines, opals, and other semi-precious stones; or the hand- 
some bindings with miniatures, some by Miss Currie. 

The late Mr. Springs was one of the most ardent devotees of the auction 
room during the last fifteen years, virtually his entire collection having been 
thus acquired in keen but friendly competition with his fellow collectors. The 
thrill of the pursuit of some coveted volume was to him, as to many zealous 
bibliophiles, second only to the delight of actual ownership. It is fitting, there- 
fore, that his books should be offered in this manner to others, who will find, 


we trust, the same deep pleasure in their acquisition.

The designs, which are five in number and absolutely different in formation, are com- 
posed entirely of characteristic Egyptian symbolical ornaments, and are inlaid and gold- 
tooled in a manner which suggests all the richness, splendor, and wealth of color of 
Egyptian decoration. 

The central feature of the design on the front cover is a representation of the royal 
fan placed in a slightly sunken rectangular panel and surmounted by the name “Cleo- 
patra” in hieroglyphics, with the insignia of the Officers of the Royal Guard placed on 
either side. Below this appears the winged globe and the asp, symbols of Life and 
Death. Two lotus flowers (the sacred flower of Egypt) are arranged at the base of 
the panel, behind which appears a zigzag line pattern employed to suggest the water 
of the Nile, and the remainder of the panel is filled with a diaper of lotus flowers.

This cover is enriched by THIRTY-TWO OPALS, TWENTY-FOUR MOONSTONES, TWENTY TUR- 
QUOISES, EIGHT GARNETS, FOUR MARQUISE GARNETS, and sixty-four pieces of mother-of- 
pearl. This panel is surrounded by a border formed of ten dolphins decoratively 
arranged, inlaid in many colors, each having a ruBY forming the eye.

This 
panel is jeweled with SIXTEEN MOONSTONES, and the Albatross has a ruBy forming the 
eye. Other jewels, consisting of TWELVE AMETHYSTS and SIXTEEN GREEN CHALCEDONIES, 
adorn the panel in the outer border. Further decorative inlays are seaweed, shells, 
dolphins, and sea horses. 

The doublures are surrounded with an interlaced strapwork border with shells and 
fishes displayed against a closely dotted ground. In a sunken panel is a HAND-PAINTED 
MINIATURE PORTRAIT OF THE AUTHOR, ON IvoRY, Set in a gold frame, and surrounded by 
a floral design in which EIGHT GARNETS, EIGHT BLUE CHALCEDONIES, and FOUR TOPAZES 
have been inserted. The remainder of the doublure is occupied by a diapered treatment 
of birds and stars. The back doublure is similarly treated, but the central sunken panel 
is decorated with a golden lyre, encircled by ornament and enriched with FoRTY-EIGHT 
GREEN AND BLUE CHALCEDONIES. 

The fly-leaves are also richly decorated and inlaid.

Both doublures are gold tooled. The centres of the front and back respectively are 
decorated with devices of wheat and a reaping hook, and the initials of Evangeline and 
Gabriel together, with a heart and a golden cross. 

Two of the best known of the author’s poems, “The Village Blacksmith’ and “The 
Arrow and the Song”, are gold-tooled on the gray levant fly-leaves with paneled 
line borders.

In the centre of the front cover, Pegasus (suggested by the poem “Pegasus in Pound”) 
is represented soaring to the stars after regaining his freedom. Surrounding this 
emblematical centre is a circular border composed of mother-of-pearl, TURQUOISES, 
and GARNETS, set upon a richly gilt background, the whole being the central figure of 
a decorative panel sunk slightly below the surface of the cover. The remainder of the 
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panel is filled with a floral design, the leaves of which are inlaid in an autumn tint 
suggestive of the poem “Autumn”. This panel is surrounded by a border of interlaced 
strapwork, forming panels which are decorated with seaweed. 

“Evangeline” is represented on the back cover, the arms of England, France, and 
Canada being decoratively displayed on a gold ground enriched with GARNETS and 
CHALCEDONIES, in a circular sunken panel. Maple leaves and seeds, and autumn foliage 
are further displayed on this cover. 

The doublures are suggestive of the series of poems entitled “Voices of the Night”, 
silver and gold stars being displayed in a diaper pattern. 

Over 1,000 separate pieces of inlay were used in the decoration of this book in addition 
to SIXTEEN TURQUOISES, TWENTY-FOUR GARNETS, FOUR MARQUISE GARNETS, EIGHT MOON- 
STONES, and SIX GREEN CHALCEDONIES.

The loops of this design are set with EIGHT GARNETS 
and FOUR BLUE CHALCEDONIES, which surround a cluster composed of TEN PEARLS and 
an AMETHYST, A floral decoration consists of a treatment of the blackberry, with the 
fruit represented by AMETHYSTS, each ripe fruit containing TEN AMETHYSTS. The remain- 
ing flowers and foliage of the design are inlaid and tooled on a closely stippled gold 
ground, The border to the panel is set with TWENTY-FOUR OPALS and twenty-four bands 
of mother-of-pearl. An outer border of an entwining formation of leaves, lavish in 
coloring on an extremely fine dotted ground, is heightened by SIXTEEN GARNETS and

The back cover is also richly tooled, but for the decorative motif the forget-me-not has 
been substituted for the blackberry. Fifty-six clusters of flowers, each containing SEVEN 
TURQUOISES with a GARNET centre, have been employed in the decoration. A decorative 
central ornament is formed with four hearts of mother-of-pearl surrounded with a 
circle composed of EIGHT GARNETS and eight bands of mother-of-pearl. Four OPALs 
add their lustre to the panel. The outer border is similar to that of the front cover, 
except that FOUR LARGE GARNETS are set in the corners, acting as protecting bosses.
